Government deposits declined $33,400.-00-

members' reserve deposits, partly
because of the large loan expansion of

member banks during the last week,

wfnt up $135,500,000; other deposits. In-

cluding foreign government credits, in-

creased $18,600,000, and the float car-

ried by the reserve banks shows a de-

crease of $25,400,000. As a result net
deposits work' out to $146,500,000 In
1.xcecs of the- previous week's total. .

Decreases In Federal reserve note cir-

culation, because ot the large return'
flow of notes to the banks of Issue, are
reported by all Federal reserve banks
except that of Sail Francisco, the de-

crease for the. week being especially
notable In the New York, the Philadel-
phia, the Cleveland and the Chicago
tanks.

Tl.e banks' combined stirplu, follow-

ing the closing of their books on Decem-
ber 31 of the last year, shows an In-

crease from $81,100,000 to $120,100,000,

ir.d constitutes at present about 69 per
cent, of the banks' subscribed capital.
In the case of tho New York bank that
ratio Is In excess of 100 per cent., and
accordingly the Government collected
from that bank a franchise tax of
$2,704,000 as Its share of the bank's
surplus profits for the year.

covers ascended thirty or forty feet, usu-

ally coming down In about tho same
place from which they started, and for-

tunately without Injuring any one.
The explosion had the effect ot turn-

ing out in alarm the residents of the
block and thoso employed there. They
preferred to dodge the manholes In open

air rather than sit within and have them
come at them through the roof. The
added crowd gave the police considerable
trouble and reserves were ordered from
the East Thirty-fift- h street station.
About the same time electricians ot the
New York Edison Company arrived to
see if any damage had been done the
wiring about the manholes, and some re-

pairs were made. The police kept the
street clear for some time because of the
possibility of a second upheaval. The
explosion was caused. It was said, by
gasolene fume from garages along the
block igniting In the conduits.
